Mlsmitoba Debaters 
To Compete with 
Eastern Winners 

Winnipeg. Man.--t (CUP) —The 
University of Manitoba recently 
won the McGoun cup for debating 
and the right to compete with east- 
ern winners for the intercollegiate 
governor-general'a award by defeat- 
ing the University of BriUsh Col- 
umbia, at Manitoba and. the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan tt Saska' 
toon. The University ot Alberta was 
runner-up having scored two split 
decisions, one at Vancouver against 
UBC, and one at Edmonton against 
U of S. . . 

Margaret Mann- and ^Sba Sabzalf 
* debated the affirmative for Mani- 
toba at home while Charles G. 
Smith and Clifford Matthews 
argued the negative at Saskatoon 
on the topic "Resolved that the ac- 
tivities of labor unions are detri- 
mental to Canada's welfare," 

Speaking in Winnipeg, Sha Sab- 
zall based the affirmative argument 
on three main points: labor unions 
decrease productivity, thereby 
causing a direct loss to the political 
economy of the nation; labor unions 
contribute to inflation in a nation's 
economy; full employment, stable 
prices and labor, unions cannot 
exist tlmultaneously. 

Miss Mann argued that the 
unions' use of strikes is detrimental 
to society.-;,;-- "^^'^^si^^

Question of religious education 
on the campus was raised by a 
brief presented to the Council by 
a group of student leaders. 
. Basic Detieleney 
'There .'is a.' basic deficiency in 
the - course offered at UBC," the 
brief maintained, "which has re- 
stricted its life and depth and 
effectiveness since Its foundation. 
'That deficiency lies in the exclu- 
sion, by the authority ot its Charter 
of any courses' on' religion or' of 
religious emphasis. The situation 
is highly, unsatisfactory." 

The idea that to open the' uni- 
veriity'for one religion would mean 
that eaual teaching should be given 
to all rellgioss was not accepted 
by the group. Courses should be 
predominantly Christian, it was felt, 



but there should also be Included 
a course in comparative religions. 
Provision should be made for Jew- 
ish students, however, and . some 
specifically Roman' Catholic and 
klPr^lMtant courses should be oflcred, 
f|llScP?Icf said. 

Six Courses 

h was agreed that at least six 
courses should be added to -the 
University Calendar to give a mini- 
mum balanced program. Courses, 
it was suggested in the brief, might 
be divided into two categories: 

1. Religious courses ot à perfectly 
liberal educational nature, and a 
survey course of hdman history In 
the light of the Christian révélation.

CUpped at Gate 

Chicago, Jan. 29 — ( » — *The 
reeling Chicago Black Hawks, who 
Thursday night can.set ■;^National 
Hockey League record of 22 straight 
games .without victory, also are 
getting clipped where it hurts most 
— at the ^atc; '- ' 

Once the darlinRS of the Chicago 
Stadium set — win or lose ~ the 
Hawks are running almost 70,000 
paid admissions behind last year 
when they also monopoiized the 
Icacuc cellar. 

Wlnless since a 3-2 victory at 
Toronto Dec. 16 and at home since 
a 5-0 verdict over Detroit Nov. 28. 
the Injured-riddled Black Hawks 
have attracted 234,275 fans to 23 
Chlcaso Stadium games. Last year, 
for the first 223 home games, the 
attcnoancc was 323.756. • 

With 12 home games remaining, 
the Hawks conceivably could fall 
approximately ° 100,000 below last 
year's 3S-gamc home total , atten- 
dance of 478,517. 

Last nlght'.-! 4-3 loss to Toronto 
before an announced 9,448 stadium league standings show the McGiil 
patrons, enabled the Hawks tn 

match the New York Rangci.* Redmen and the defending cham- 
pion Western Mustangs tlcd_for 
first place with two points each. 

The Mustangs opened Inter- 
collegiate activity tvlth a disputed 
51-45. victory, over (Ke Toronto 
Blues. The protest Is based upon 
the eligibility of Bob Thibhs who, 
Toronto officials contend, Is in- 
eligible for competition. This 
squabble ha^ . now - developed to 
the point where Aihl'edcs Director 
at Toronto Warren Stevens, has 
threatened to sever athletic re- 
lations with Western unies the 
matter is settled to Varsity's satis- 
faction. 

The local Intcrcollcsiatc season 
opened with a bang on Saturday 
night vvhen the Redmen outfought 
the Queen's Gaels for aq exciting 
53.«49 win which had the customers 
limp at the fmish.- 

Though this victory muit have 
been pleasing indeed for Coach 
Moe Abramowitz ot the Redmen 
v/ho has worked, hard and long 
v.'lth the team, the game's statistics 
must have been no less gratifying, 
Of a total of 64 shots taken 
from llie floor during the course 
of the contest, the Redmen scored 
22 of these for an average of 
34.4 per cent which is respectable 
indeed^ in any league. In a break- 
down of this 64 shot total, H is 
shown that the Red . and White 
took 28 shots and sank 9 of these 
In the first half for 32.1 per cent. 
In the second cinto this total was 
raised to 36 shots of which (he 
cagera managed to 8ink.l3 for a 
36.1 percenUgé^lj^^^i^ij^y,. 
In the^oul^sKoofl Ing^dcpartmchi 
the Abramowltzmcn scored 9 of 
IS for 50 per cent. Six of these 
came in the. second halt when six 
of ten shoU were hooped. 

Interpreting . these figures one 
might, draw one important conclu- 
sion. In recent games the Redmen 
have been afflicted by a baffling 
and mysterious malady known as 
second half blues." In the gam». 
against the Gaels, however, the 
Redmen scored 29 of their 53 points 
total in the latter halt of the game 
compared to 24 points In the initial 
stanza.

With but two games 
remaining In their MBL schedule 
— both four point efforts. The 
locals have virtually aewed up 
their first crown in many moons. 
The first of (h|se games will be 
played: (ontorrow nlgh( when the 
McGllllans' oppose' the Windsor 
Aces in the second game of a 
regular MBL doubleheader. 
The Redmen have already beaten

Goodfellow. who finds t hard to 
live tip' tp his name, has estimated 
that" injuries have kept various 
Hawks out of a total .f 150 games. 
At no time since early season when 
the injury hex hit the Black Hawks 
as they were one game out of 
second place has Goodfellow been 
able to Jell a "line." 

A crushing blow was the perma- 
nent loss of Jack. Stewart, one of 
the toughest defenccmen in the cir- 
cuit. A back injury may have end- 
ed Stewart's career.

Sydney. Australia.— <:..— Extension 
n( Australia's scientific enterprises 
tn Antarctica may stem from the 
work already being done at weather 
M.d research stations on Islands 
near the Polar continent. 

Preparations at present arc being 
made for the relief of a dozen men 
on Heard Island and a similar num 
ber on Macquarlc Island. The scien 
lists have operated on' the islands 
for a year. Australian operations 
ate limited to the two outposts, 

Plans are being made also for an 
expedition to the continent Itself. 

External Affairs Minister Percy 
C. Spender announced In July that 
tnc Government intended to have a 
special ship built to send on an 
expedition to Antarctica in Decem- 
ber. 19S2. , 

There is also a possibility that 
the Government will send a party 
there In a chartered vessel In Dec- 
ember this year. It is hoped to land 
» small, compact body of scientists 
t'.i build and , maintain a weather 
and research station in Antarctica. 

Tlie organization of this group, 
even if it is limited to six or eiglit 
men. Is a Job which involves month.s 
ot preparation and planning. It must 
be self-contained and self-support- 
ing. Everything from nails to 
tr.ictors has to go on the expedition 
ship. 

The existing international activity 
In Antarctica will be borne in mind 
by these planners when they organ 
Ize the coming expedition. It is un- 
likely that they will attempt to 
duplicate the work of any other 
sciuntiflc parties. Where p'lsslblc, 
they will try to break fresh ground. 
Ice-Free Oaais 
To the west of the Australian 
Antarctic territory in Queen Maud 
Land, a Joint Norwegian•S^vedlEh- 
British expedition Is now engaged 
In survey work, hoping lo make 
the first scientific examination of 
the ice-tree oasis discovered, by the 
German expedition in the summer, 
of 1939. 

The geologists of this expedition I 
al.sn hope that thcV will bp the first 
to reach the huge "warm" land— 
the size of Tasmania— which lies 
hidden behind the lowering ,snow- 
envered barrier of the Queen Maud 
irange. 

In French Adclle Land, a thin 
wcnge of territory slicing the big 
.Australian quadrant of Antarctica, 
leientlsts have been surveying and, 
running meteorological stations, and 
taking soundinis of the constantly! 
shifting south Magnetic Pole. I 
The immediate practical value of 
thrse two neighboring expeditions 
tn any Australian outpost lies in the 
cham of meteorological Information , 
v.'hich. In days to come, will be 
gainered from stations circling the 
Antarctic Continent, i^,' « 

Cape Freshtield has ' been sug- 
gested as a possible site Xor the 
main base of the Australian con^ 
tinental expedition. Other sites con- 
tc'mplBted with a vlow to forming 
links in the weather stations are 
at Cape Wild, Cape Bage in King 
George V Land, and at Haswell 
Island, off Queen Maud Land, a 
distance ot 1,200 miles from Cape 
Freshtield. 

' It, Is expected that another station 
■wiVf be set up eventually In the 
far west of the Australian territory, 
in Princess Elizabeth Land or in 
Macrobertson Land.
